Will Gore meets the team behind The 
Two Worlds of Charlie F - a remarkable 
produetion telling the stories of 
ex-servieemen and women that opens 
in Riehmond this month 


T he Two Worlds of Charlie 
F is a play about war 
that's unlike any other you 
are likely to have seen 
before. Depictions of 
warfare on stage have been common 
ever since the ancient Greeks started 
treading the boards but this new show 
ups the ante considerably as it is 
performed by a group of recently 
wounded servicemen and women. 

With the war in Afghanistan as its 
backdrop. The Two Worlds of Charlie F, 
which comes to Richmond Theatre in 
March, gives the soldiers an opportunity 
to teU their story, from experiences on 
the battlefield to tales of recovery post¬ 
injury. A number of the company lost 


limbs in service and the production 
doesn't shy away from explaining how 
these violent incidents occurred or in 
exhibiting the injuries suffered. 

When the play, which has the full 
support of the Ministry of Defence 
(MoD) and the Royal British Legion, was 
first performed over two nights at the 
Theatre Royal Haymarket in the West 
End, audiences and critics responded 
ecstatically to its mixture of barrack 
room humour and brutal honesty. It met 
with further adulation at the Edinburgh 
Eestival and during a short UK tour, 
and was also given an award by 
Amnesty International. 

The show's producer Alice Driver, 
who came up with the idea after visiting

the MoD's rehabilitation centre in 
Birmingham, says that while her original 
focus was on 'giving the soldiers a 
voice', she is delighted with the impact it 
has had on those who have seen it. 

'What has happened is that we've 
received no negative reaction at all, and 
it's been wonderful,' she tells me. 'When 
we took the production to Birmingham 
the first time around a woman who was 
given an MBE for making cakes for 
injured servicemen and women brought 
some cakes to the theatre. A tea party 
was organised after one of the matinees 
where the audience and the actors were 
able to meet. After watching the play 
people just seem to need to stay to talk 
about it and tell their own stories.' 

Thanks to the success of the initial 
run, Alice has been able to keep the 
show on the road. A major UK tour, of 
which the Richmond Theatre run is part, 
will be preceded by performances in 
Canada and plans are afoot to create 
new versions of the play in different 
parts of Britain and in other countries. 

Alice was working for Masterclass, 
the educational wing of the Theatre 
Royal Haymarket, when The Two Worlds 
of Charlie F project began in 2011. 
Although initially sceptical, the MoD 
allowed her, along with director Stephen 
Rayne and playwright Owen Sheers, 
access to a group of wounded soldiers 
who were keen to be involved in a 
theatre production. After weeks of 
workshops Owen created a script and 
much of what is spoken on stage is taken 
from the soldiers' recollections. 

One of the recruits. Marine Cassidy 
Little, who plays Charlie F, is returning 
to a personal passion by appearing in 
the show. Cassidy, who lost a leg after

being caught up in an explosion in 
Afghanistan in May 2011, was an actor 
before joining the Royal Marines. He 
moved from his native Canada to Britain 
to give stand-up comedy a go, before he 
joined the armed forces after making a 
series of bets with his friends. 

'One bet was about whether I could 
get in shape and so I thought I'd join the 
army,' he explains. 'I signed up to the 
Royal Marines expecting not to get 
through but I enjoyed the challenge. 

I wanted to prove that I could go from 
being a guy working in a warehouse and 
doing stand-up comedy to a guy with 
a rifle in his hand in a war zone.' 

He says that being involved in the 
production has been a 'healthy 
distraction' for himself and his fellow 
performers and he now wants to pursue 
a career in acting. He is also remarkably 
good-humoured about his injuries, 
joking that he used to have bad athlete's 
foot and so losing a leg has helped 
alleviate the itching. Yet for all the 
wisecracks, he is serious when he insists 
that while The Two Worlds of Charlie F 
puts the brutality of war in stark relief, 
he hopes it won't put off those keen to 
join the armed forces. 

'I would always encourage people to 
join the military if they feel they are 
strong enough for it,' he says. 'I'd never 
tell them not to because I lost a leg in 





Afghanistan. There many different jobs 
people can do in the armed forces and 
if in the future I have children who 
want to join the army then I'd encourage 
them to.' 

Richmond is an appropriate place for 
The Two Worlds of Charlie F to be 
performed with the town's close links to 
the Royal British Legion and its Poppy 
Factory. The fact that this year sees the 
centenary of the start of the First World 
War also means the timing of the tour is 
pertinent. With all of the centenary 
events it will be a case of looking back 
on the sacrifice of soldiers past, but this 
production provides a powerful 
reminder of the huge challenges being 
faced by servicemen and women today.

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Historical houses 


Elliot Tucker explores the history behind west London’s blue plaque properties 


ichmond and its 
surrounding areas have 
long provided homes to 
the great and the good of 
British society. Whilst the 
Royal connections to areas such as 
Hampton Court are well known, there 
have been many other famous people 
associated with the area. Their houses 
are marked with a blue plaque to show 
that, at some point, a person of historical 
importance called it home. 






RICHARD DIMBLEBY 

Richard Dimbleby 
was one of the true 
titans of British 
broadcasting and 
journalism, his 
output and impact 
over a relatively 
short 30 year 
career is unrivalled. 
His journey to the top began in 1913 
when he was born in Richmond into a 
family with great journalistic pedigree. 
His father was a journalist and his 
grandfather was the owner of The 
Richmond and Twickenham Times 
where Richard got his first break as a 
reporter in 1931. Between 1937 and 
1939 he lived at Cedar Court, East 
Sheen with his wife Dilys and 
newborn son David, who would also 
go on to journalistic acclaim. 
His rich voice and 

almost theatrical way 
of presenting meant 
his coverage of 
1 events such as the 
Coronation and 
the funeral of 
President Kennedy 
have gone down 
in history. 






JMW TURNER 

Residents of Twickenham and 
St Margaret's may be unaware of a 
tucked away claim to fame concerning 
the man frequently cited as Britain's 
greatest ever painter; JMW Turner. 
Sandycombe Lodge on Sandycombe 
Road, St Margaret's was built as 
a country retreat by Turner 
for him and his father to get 
away from hectic London 
life. Turner loved the 
towpaths and open spaces 
of Richmond, Isleworth 
and Twickenham with his 
most famous work England: 
'Richmond Hill on the 
Prince Regent's 
Birthday 1819' inspired 
by his time here. 

Sandycombe Lodge 
was built in 1812 
providing Turner with 
a relaxing idyll from 
which he could admire 
the landscapes he so 
loved and entertain 
friends. One frequent 
visitor to Sandycombe 
was the Due d'Orleans, 
who later became 


Louis Philippe I, King of Prance. He 
often sought exile in England during 
periods of Prench unrest and, as a 
great friend of Turner, would stay in St 
Margaret's. In 1826, Turner sold 
Sandycombe Lodge but he still 
remained very fond of the area and 
planned and designed an 

almshouse in Twickenham for 
'decayed English artists 
(landscape painters only) 
and single men'. However 
this part of his will was 
contested by family 
members and so it was 
sadly never built.

HERITAGE 


SIR CHRISTOPHER WREN 


St Paul's Cathedral is 
one of the most iconic 
buildings in London. 
Its domed roof and 
spire are instantly 
recognisable and 
always included in 
any depiction of the 
capital's landscape. 

Sir Christopher Wren 
was the man who 
designed and oversaw its construction, 
alongside many other churches in 



London, following the Great Fire in 
1666. During the construction of St 
Paul's, Wren lived at The Old Court 
House in the Hampton Court area. It 
had been given to him by Queen Anne 
in lieu of payment for the work he was 
carrying out. He was very happy in his 
south-west abode and carried out a 
complete refurbishment of the 
property, giving it a garden that 
stretched direct to the river. He would 
frequently travel from Hampton Court 
to London for unofficial visits to check 
the progress of what he called 'my 
greatest work'. 




NOEL COWARD 

In 1899 one of the most celebrated 
stars of English stage and screen, 
Noel Coward, was born at 131 
Waldegrave Road, Teddington. He 
was the second of three sons and 
experienced his first taste of fame 
aged seven whilst performing at 
local amateur dramatic productions. 
He undertook a few years at the 
Chapel Royal Choir School giving 
him some formal training in singing 
and dance before he began his 
celebrated career. As a teenager, 
the boy from the suburbs joined the 
glitzy world of showbiz meeting 
members of the high society that 
would provide the backdrop for 
many of his plays. 



VIRGINIA AND 
LEONARD WOOLE 

Adding to the roster of historical 
heavyweights who lived in the 
area is a plaque on the front of 
Hogarth House, Richmond. 

It commemorates the period 
between 1915 and 1924 when 
Virginia Woolf and her husband 
Leonard set up and ran the 
Hogarth Press from there, hand 
printing books. Both were members 
of the influential Bloomsbury Group, 
a collection of authors, writers and 
intellectuals, which also included 
E. M. Forster and John Maynard 
Keynes. The first project of the 
Hogarth Press was a small pamphlet 
that was hand-printed and bound by 
the Woolfs. Within 10 years the 
operation had become a full-scale 
publishing house, producing works by 
some of the greatest writers of the time 
including TS Eliot's The Waste Land and 
Virginia Woolf's own translations of Dostoyevsky. The 
press eventually passed hands and became part of a 
larger publishing house but, for a period, Richmond 
and the Hogarth Press were at the centre of a very 
British publishing scene.

If s only - 

natural 


Sir David Attenborough isn’t simply a man of 
immeasurable knowledge, but impeeeable taste 
as well, as The Riehmond Resident diseovers 


W hen asked where his 
favourite place on 
earth is, David 
Attenborough 
answers Richmond. 

Of course, those who know Sir David, or 
indeed Richmond, won't be surprised by 
his answer. But considering his six 
decades of travel, producing exceptional, 
often ground-breaking nature 
documentaries, from all corners of the 
earth, it's quite a compliment. 

T've lived here for years,' he says, 'in 
the same house, close to Richmond Park. 
It's probably the biggest slab of wildlife 
in London. And it's here. How could I 


not want to stay here?' he smiles. 

'It's interesting - I think everyone 
believes I spend my life buried in the 
undergrowth somewhere, but I do love 
entertainment, music, art, and seeing 
people with smiles on their faces. I'm 
even rather attracted to a few hours in 
the pub, so it's not all animals and plants 
for me, although those things, of course, 
have played the biggest role in my life - 
they've been so important to me.' 

Sir David was born close by in west 
London - Isleworth, to be precise - and 
although he grew up in Leicester and 
has travelled the world, he's spent much 
of life in the capital. He's a patron of the 


Friends of Richmond Park - and now 
has the Freedom of the Borough. 

As Lord True, leader of the Council, 
put it, upon bestowing the honour: 'Sir 
David is a man who is enormously 
respected and liked both across this 
nation and across other shores. He's 
given a lifetime of service to people in 
the borough and I think it's appropriate 
that this offer is made.' 

You'd think, as he approaches his 
90th year, he'd be slowing down a bit, 
but no. 'I'm off to the Kalahari 
tomorrow,' he says. Indeed, he has two 
new documentaries on the way and 
boundless enthusiasm to sate. 

He admits he enjoys his home 
comforts nowadays: 'I like my house 
very much, like older people do. It's my 
preferred place to be. I have my garden, 
my kitchen with a lovely view - the place 
has memories,' he tells us. 

Constantly travelling, he admits, is 
exhausting, too. 'I don't get on a plane 
with the excitement of sitting in a seat 
for another 14 hours. The best you can 
do is to shut your eyes, pretend it's not 
happening and wait for it to be over. 

'But when you get out of the airport - 
which of course is the next thing - and 
you sniff the tropical air... well, it 
becomes worthwhile.' 

And that's the closest you'll get to a 
complaint from Sir David. 'I often think 
to myself, how did I get to be so lucky?'

fascinates him. The natural world is 
infinite/ he says. 'No human being in 
half a dozen lifetimes could see all there 
is to see of the world!' Of course, the 
87-year-old has done his level best and, 
it's for this reason, he's not stopping yet. 

He regales us with tales of past 
expeditions, recalling a cameraman 
getting stuck up a tree after 'an elephant 
took offence to his presence,' and 
holding a new-born, blind baby rhino. 
'He made a noise like a baby would and 
I think of him to this day.' 

In days gone by, it turns out. Sir 
David might have even taken him home. 
We ask if he has any pets - and he 
answers extensively. 

'I used to have lots and lots of pets. 

I used to have pythons and chameleons 
and monkeys and stick insects and 
tropical fish and hanging parrots. Lots! 
We used to go on expeditions in the 
1950s to collect animals for the zoo - and 
I used to bring back maybe 150 animals. 

'Sometimes it would be an animal that 
was sick, or perhaps the zoo didn't really 
want it. I'd find I had a particular bond 
with it and I'd keep it at home! Things 
change though, and the zoos don't collect 
animals in the way they did say 50 or 60 
years ago, which is maybe for the best. 

'And there is legislation now, you can't 
have exotic pets -1 suppose there's a lot 
of sense in that. Monkeys really shouldn't 
be pets actually. The only reason I had 
them was because they were on their way 


to London Zoo and they were kept in the 
correct scientific way.' 

Inevitably, we talk about the day when 
he wiU hang up his binoculars. He has 
long said that he'd like to go on untH he's 
95. We see that inevitable day as the end 
of a glorious epoch, a golden age of 
documentary making. He doesn't. He's 
dismissive about his role, suggesting that 
others could do it as successfully, and that 
his career began as there were no other 
suitable candidates. 

'Bah!' he says, 'I've simply been doing 
my job. Admittedly, I've done it for over half 
a century, but it's something I absolutely 
love, and I take immense pleasure from it.' 

He says that 'a million people' could 
replace him when he does eventually 
retire, and says he feels 'sorry' for those 
who have been patiently waiting in the 
wings for so long. 

Sir David continually contributes to 
the important discussions around 
climate change and overpopulation, and 


his input remains invaluable. 

'I find it incomprehensible that people 
won't look at evidence when it comes to 
reporting on climate change. I really 
wish that I didn't have to talk about it in 
my documentaries. I would much rather 
make films which are simply unadulterated 
pleasure in the natural world. 

'But if you are aware of what's 
happening to the natural world then you 
need to have some sense of responsibility. 
People should be aware of the danger 
that the planet is in. It's not the sort of 
programme that I particularly want to 
make for enjoyment's sake. It's the kind 
of programme that I have to make, 
otherwise it would be irresponsible.' 

Before we leave, we ask him to 
promise he'll never stop making 
documentaries and he shrugs the 
comment off with a wry grin. He 
believes nature is the real star, he's just 
there to provide the words. 

But when he does finally retire to his 
home, away from the cameras, it will be 
television's loss - and Richmond's gain.

Al Borgo 


A l Borgo in Teddington is a family- 
run restaurant so it seemed fitting 
that on the Saturday evening 
I visited, I did so with my sister. It was a 
chilly evening outside but the warmth of 
Al Borgo - and the front-of-house 
owners (couple Marco and Nikola) - 
truly welcomed us in. 

Nikola dropped off a devilishly good 
paper bag of homemade bread at our 
table, and I succumbed to a sundried 
tomato-infused slice. After hearing the 
specials and perusing the menu we were 
ready to order. I choose the crespella di 
mare (home-made pancake filled with 
fish and potatoes, served with tomato 
coulis) to start. A red line of tomato 
coulis spread across the two 'pancake 
parcels', each bite releasing a wonderful 
combination of flavours. Across the 
table, Caroline complimented the pastry 
of her spinach and ricotta tart, which 
came with salad and cheese fondue. 

On to the mains and, it was a dish 
from the daily specials that caught my 
eye: Spaghetti with clams in a light olive 
oil dressing. It was simple but 
wonderful, the spaghetti perfectly 
cooked, the clams oh-so fresh. The 
sisterly chatting slowed me down (it's 
fair to say we felt very 'at home' at Al 
Borgo) but I was reluctant to surrender 
the remnants of my now-cold spaghetti.

Caroline described her 
Casoncelli di came alia bergamasca 
(home-made meat ravioli served with 
butter, sage and pancetta) as 'melt-in- 
the-mouth pasta', the butter adding a 
richness that she devoured happily. 

To finish, a shared dessert of moreish 
home-made apple strudel with vanilla 
sauce and hazelnut ice cream, before 
braving the bracing walk home. If you 
haven't yet been to Al Borgo, and you 
like fresh and authentic Italian cooking, 
what are you waiting for?

Camone tomato, 
coppa di parma 
and ricotta salad 

C amone tomatoes arrive at the 
beginning of spring, imported 
from Sicily. They are sold on the 
stem with medium-sized greeny-red 
fruits. They have a tangy quality that 
reflects the lack of sun that sweetens the 
tomatoes later in the season. I love the 
firm texture and taste of this tomato, 
which goes so well with the light and 
creamy ricotta and the deep earthy and 
sweet flavours of the coppa. 


FOR 4 

1 small bunch of fresh marjoram, leaves picked 
from their stems, washed and dried (about 3 
tbsp of leaves) 

Extra-virgin olive oil 
1 Lemon 

3-4 'Camone' tomatoes (or 'Marinda', another 
early variety with a firm, slightly crunchy texture 
and fantastic flavour) 

12 Slices of coppa di parma (cured pork shoulder) 
150g buffalo ricotta 

A few leaves of broad-leaved rocket or lamb's 
lettuce, washed and dried 
Sea salt and black pepper 

I Make the salmoriglio (sauce) by crushing 
the marjoram leaves with a pinch of sea 


salt until a rough paste is formed. Add 2 
tablespoons of extra-virgin olive oil and a 
squeeze of lemon and stir together. 

2 Slice the tomatoes in half crossways (not 
through the stem) and then cut roughly 
into pieces so that you have odd shapes. 
Season with a little salt and pepper and coat 
with a little extra-virgin olive oil. 

3 Put a few pieces of tomato on to each 
plate, divide the coppa up and curl it 
through the tomatoes as if it were 
unfolding. Spoon teaspoons of the buffalo 
ricotta over the salad and add a few rocket 
or lamb's lettuce leaves. Dribble the 
salmoriglio sparingly over the top.

Lemony chicken with fresh coriander 


M y sister Hester is a very 

organised person and over the 
years has kept notes of recipes 
from friends and family. This recipe is 
taken from the notes that she wrote 
while watching Rose (who had recently 
returned from Kerala) pounding and 
grinding the many spices that make the 
lemony chicken so fresh and vibrant. 

It became a regular supper in the house 
whenever we wanted something spicy 
and, as long as you get all the 
ingredients prepared first, it is fairly 
quick and easy to make. 

SERVES 4 

20g fresh root ginger, peeled and chopped 
into small chunks 
3 garlic cloves, peeled 
% tsp ground turmeric 
2 tsp coriander seeds 
2 tsp cumin seeds 
% tsp cayenne pepper 
1 medium-sized chicken, jointed into its 
various parts (the butcher will do this for 
you) 

3 tbsp olive oil juice of iy 2 lemons 
1 fresh green chilli, stalk removed, then 
finely chopped (deseed if you prefer it less 
hot) 

1 small bunch of fresh coriander, leaves 
picked from their stems, washed, dried and 
finely chopped sea salt and black pepper 


I Put the ginger into the food processor 
with 2-3 tablespoons of water and blend 
to a paste. 

2 Put the garlic, turmeric, coriander and 
cumin seeds and cayenne pepper into a 
pestle and mortar and pound together. 

3 Season the chicken pieces well all over 
with salt and pepper. 

4 Heat a drizzle of the olive oil in a 
shallow, heavy-based pan, add the 
chicken pieces and brown them on all sides - 
it may be easier to brown them in batches if 
your pan is too small to fit them in without 
overlapping. Using a slotted spoon, transfer 
the chicken to a bowl. 

Put the garlic and spice mixture into the 
still-hot pan (you may need to add a 
little more oil) and stir to release their 
flavours. Add the ginger and chopped chilli 
and stir-fry for a minute or so. Add the chicken 
pieces and any juices that have been released, 
then add 8 tablespoons of water and the 
lemon juice. Stir, then turn up the heat and 
bring to a boil, cover with a tight-fitting lid 
and turn the heat right down to a gentle 
simmer. Cook for 15 minutes until the chicken 
is tender and cooked through. Remove the 
lid and scatter the chopped coriander over. 
Serve with spiced basmati rice. 


Orange and 
almond cake 

u Rogers, one of Rose's oldest 
friends, was also our guardian for 
a time when we were growing up 
and Rose was living in Italy. She is one 
of the best cooks I know and now spends 
much of the year at her house in the 
south of France, surrounded by orange 
trees. This is her recipe, and she 
recommends eating it day after it's made. 

SERVES 6-8 
FOR THE CAKE 

Knob of butter, for greasing the tin 

plain flour, for dusting the tin 

4 medium eggs, separated 

125g caster sugar 

grated zest of 1 orange 

50g ground almonds 

50g flaked almonds, finely chopped 

FOR THE SYRUP 

3 oranges, juiced to give about 300ml 
75g caster sugar 


1 whole cinnamon stick 
1 tbsp orange liqueur 

Preheat the oven to 200°C (180°C fan) 
Gas 6. Butter and flour a 20cm 
springform cake tin. Put the egg whites in a 
bowl and whisk until you get soft peaks 
when the beaters are lifted. Add 25g of the 
sugar a spoonful at a time, whisking 
between each addition until glossy. Put the 
egg yolks in another bowl with the 
remaining lOOg of sugar and whisk until 
thickened and pale. 

2 Mix in the orange zest and the almonds. 

Fold in the egg white mixture gradually 
to maintain volume. Pour into the cake tin, 
level the surface and bake for about 45 
minutes. 

3 To make the syrup, simmer the orange 
juice with the sugar and cinnamon stick 
until the sugar has dissolved, then stir in the 
liqueur. When the cake has cooled, use a 
skewer to pierce the top with little holes, 
then pour the syrup over so that it soaks 
into the holes and is completely absorbed.

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Vicky Smith spends five days at Gaya Island, Borneo and discovers 
an exhilarating blend of adventure, excitement and relaxation 


B orneo is the third largest 
island in the world, but for 
many, still a mysterious 
destination. Incorporating 
three countries - Indonesia, 
Brunai and Malaysia - it doesn't yet have 
the mass tourist appeal of nearby 
Thailand, and has traditionally appealed 
to a more 'serious' and intrepid type of 
traveller, attracted by the breathtaking 
scenery and unparalleled array of 
wildlife. However, Borneo can offer 


a more rounded experience, with the 
option of rainforest treks combined with 
luxury accommodation and an idyllic 
beach break too, and is fast becoming 
the 'next big thing' when it comes to 
long-haul holidaying. 

Borneo has traditionally 
appealed to intrepid 
travellers, attracted by 
the breathtaking scenery 
and array of wildlife 

One company heralding the way is 
YTL Hotels, which opened Gaya Island 
Resort last year. Situated on a smaU 
island about 10 minutes by boat from 
Kota Kinabalu on the mainland, it's a 
breathtaking place, designed to 
complement, rather than dominate, its 
natural surroundings. Villas have been 
built into the rainforest, as has a 
spectacular treetop spa, and white 


powdery beaches give way to crystal 
waters and a coral reef teeming with 
wildlife beyond. 

The ethos of the resort is to blend 
harmoniously with its natural 
environment, and they take conservation 
very seriously indeed - there's a Marine 
Centre where we were lucky enough to 
see a rehabilitated turtle, Bobby, 
released back into the wild after being 
restored to health by the resort's 
resident marine biologist, Scott. 

There's also resident naturalist, 

Justin, who will take you on a trek 
through the rainforest (a mere two- 
minute walk away from your villa) with a 
running commentary on the fascinating 
array of plants and wildlife. If you're 
lucky, you might spot a proboscis 
monkey, the notoriously shy and rare 
mammal indigenous to Borneo. 

The wildlife isn't restricted to the 
forest, however, and you're just as likely 
to wake up with monkeys hanging out 
on your balcony at the resort as you are 
to find yourself swimming next to a 
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Pamper in paradise 

The spa at Gaya is one of the resort's most 
spectacular assets. Set amongst the tops of the 
rainforest trees, you can relax with the sounds 
of monkeys and tropical birds surrounding you. 
Scrubs and treatments are made by hand, and 
feature ingredients such as fresh ginger, sugar, 
pepper and chilli, for an invigorating - and 
incredibly special - experience. 




turtle. We spotted monitor lizards on the 
beach - to the untrained eye, they look 
quite similar to a crocodile - and there 
was also a family of bearded pigs who 
made beach home while we were there. 

Away from Gaya, there's tons to see 
on the mainland too. There's an 
orang-utan sanctuary in Kota Kinabalu, 
whilst a mountain bike tour through the 
paddy fields is a great opportunity to 
spot more wildlife. Just try to keep your 
eyes on the road, and not on the herds 
of grazing buffalo (a lesson I learnt the 
hard way). 

Riding over Indiana Jones-esque 
rickety wooden bridges felt incredibly 
adventurous, and you can take a trail 
through villages for a close-up view of 
what life in Borneo is really like. We 
were even invited into a home for tea, 
before heading into the forest to see 
rubber being collected from the trees - 


a painstaking but fascinating process. 

When you've finished exploring 
above ground, make sure you take time 
out to see what's underwater too - 
Borneo's marine life is truly spectacular, 
with luminescent fish dashing in 
between delicate coral reefs, giant clams, 
starfish and seahorses.

David Bell from Winkworth Richmond 


How did you start out in property? 

I entered the industry in 1991 much the 
same way as many colleagues did over 
the years, in that I had several friends 
that were agents who enjoyed not being 
tied to a desk all day and also dealing 
with different people from all walks of 
life. My late father also dealt in 
commercial property throughout 
London and the south east and west so 
I had probably caught a bit of the bug 
from him as well! 

When is the best time of year to 
sell or let a property? 

Spring has traditionally been seen as the 
best time of year to seU but there is great 
demand right now, so if you are thinking 
of selling do please call us now! Lettings 
enquiries tend to strengthen throughout 
the year, but the end of spring towards 
summer is when the rental market 
traditionally peaks for us so if you are 
planning to let your property out for the 
first time it wiU pay to start planning this 
now and get any maintenance out the way. 

What is the biggest difference 
between the property market 
today and 10 years ago? 

Obviously the huge increase in prices 
over the last decade has to be the main 
difference but also as a consequence the 
amount we all pay in stamp duty. 



Basement conversions are

What one thing right 
now would change 
the UK/London 
property market for 
the better? 

Abolishing stamp duty 
altogether at lower levels or at the very 
least adjusting it so that the brackets at 
which the stamp duty rate increases are 
not such a painful jump up in costs for 
all buyers. Currently as soon as you go 
into the next stamp duty bracket you 
have to pay the higher rate on the whole 
purchase price, not just the part that is

into the higher bracket. A more 
graduated approach, where you only 
paid the higher rate on that part of the 
purchase price over the next bracket, 
would make it easier for people to move 
on when they wished, and assist in breaking 
down the artificial barriers in price 
created by the stamp duty brackets. 

What are your predictions for the 
local property market? 

We Still expect demand for property to 
purchase to continue to outstrip supply 
locally as it generally has done over the 
last two-and-a-half years, especially for 
houses of aU shapes and sizes locally as 
well as the larger flats too. The coming 
changes in Capital Gains Tax for foreign 
nationals from April 2015 and also to 
Capital Gains Tax Private Residence 
Relief (from April 2014 where the final 
period exemption will be reduced from 
36 months to 18 months) have also led to 
an increase in enquiries from potential 
sellers this year when compared with 
the same period in 2013, although we 
are still registering new applicants 
looking to invest from abroad as weU as 
locals looking for a new home. 

Rentals have seen better demand in 
recent months at mid range levels and 
we would expect this to steadily improve 
throughout the year.
